NEW YORK, April 28.—Specula- 
tive markets bent under fresh sell- 
ing in late trading today, paced by 
a wide break in United States Steel 


shares.

Minimum Salary for Editorial Em- 
ployes Raised; Five-Day, 40- 


CLEVELAND, O. April 28.—The 
Cleveland Newa signed today a new 
contract with the Cleveland News- 


paper Guild providing a $45 mini- 


mum weekly salary for editorial 
employes of three years’ experience, 


as compared with an earlier con- 


tract rate of $40. 

The new agreement provides for 
the five-day, 40-hour week for “all 
editorial employes.” The short 
week did not apply to the hews edi- 
tor, telegraph editor, city editor, as- 
sistant city editor, sports editor and 
picture editor in the former con- 
tract. 

Editorial employes with less than 
three years’ experience will receive 
a minimum of $25 a week the first 
year, $30 the second and $35 the 
third year. 

There is no provision for either 
the closed or preferential shop. 

Severance payments range from 
one week’s pay at the end of one 
year’s service, to a maximum of 24 
weeks’ pay at the end of 15 years’ 
service. In case of death, payment 
is made to next of kin.

Farley predicted the plan would 
be adopted “whenever the opposti- 
tion permits Congress to vote on it,” 

Tells of Further Steps Needed. 

He said that, although the ulti- 
mately invalidated NRA and AA 4 
had pointed the nation back to. bet- 
ter times, further steps were nec 
essary. 

“True, we have a degree of pros 
perity,’ Farley asserted, “a great 
surplus crop on the farms or a 
widespread drouth might check that 
prosperity. American mills and fac- 
tories are for the most part running 
well, but every strike and lockout 
threatens the whole course of in- 
dustry.

MPROVED attendance ° condi-

If baseball has a prosperous 
year all around, night baseball’s 
march on major league citadels 
will be delayed. ven the Browns 
and Cardinals may not be inter- 
ested if the daylight game treats 
them well. 

However, the case of Cincinnati 
is so appealing to the financiers 
of baseball that if the night 
games of the Reds turn im an- 
other year of big profits, several 
other clubs will certainly take 
it up. 


Cincinnati has hown that its 
night games draw better than 
many of the Cardinals’ Sunday 
and holiday doubleheaders not- 
withstanding the difference in 
the teams’ standing. 

The lights have mean. the dif- 
ference between profit and loss 
to the Reds. About 125,000 ex- 
tra attendance in seven games 
is certainly no ‘tem to be sneezed 
at. It meant that many dollars 
would not have been found 
in the Reds’ treasury at the close 
of each of the last two seasons, 
had night baseball not existed. 

Night games have their draw- 
backs. But spectators like them 
and magnates will love them, if 
the money comes in. 

The conscientious objectors are 
the players whose social and gas- 
tronomic schedules are wrecked 
by after dark baseball. Ditto their 
dispositions.

The “active” file of the employ- 
ment service is confined to appli- 
cations which have been submitted 
or renewed within 60 days. It in- 
cludes also the applications of those 
with WPA jobs. A year ago about 
75,000 applications were in the ac- 
tive file of the St. Louis bureau, 
about twice as many as at presént. 
For the whole State the total a 
year ago was 138,000, so the present 
figure represents a decline of about 
40 per cent. 

It cannot be assumed, however, | 
that all those who were registered 
with the employment service a year 
ago and are not now listed have 
found jobs.

Jobs Found for 3194 
During the first three months of 
this year, the St. Louis bureau, at 
3000 Locust street, found jobs for 
3194 persons, the total falling short 
of one job for every 10 applicants, 
and 40 per cent of the jobs filled 
were temporary. Yet the record is 
an improvement over the first 
quarter of last year, when jobs 
were found for 1733, and 59 per cent 
were temporary. 

Despite the excess of applicants 
over available jobs, three times out 
of 10 when an employer notifies 
the bureau of a job opening, the

11 Per Cent Unemployed. 

The most recent report, for the 
first half of March, states that 11 
per cent of the membership of 
unions from which information 
was obtained were unemployed and 
14 per cent were. working part 
time.

The Circuit Attorney and the River-Front 
Bond Issue Frauds. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR correspondent, “Don’t Give Up 

the Ship,” seems to me to be doing 
that very thing when he advises the Cir- 
cuit Attorney to transfer his energies 
from the river-front bond election to the 
recent primary. Prosecution of the pri- 
mary frauds is important, but prosecution 
and punishment of the crooks who stole 
the river-front election for political pur- 
poses, and in the name of the great 
Thomas Jefferson, is a necessity. 

“Don't Give Up” says it is not likely 
the Supreme Court will grant a writ of 
certiorari and review the latest decision 
in the Circuit Court here refusing a 
‘ gubpena for the ballot boxes. I do not 
pretend to know what is in the Supreme 
Court’s mind, but the Circuit Attorney 
knows what is in the law. It is discre- 
tionary with the court to grant or refuse 
the writ. The Circuit Attorney has no 
discretion in the matter. He must avail 
himself of every opportunity to perform 
hig difficult duty, difficult because of 
the barrier which the corrupt relation- 
ship between politics and justice puts in 
his way. 

“Don’t Give Up” may know what is 
in the mind of the next Circuit Judge 
who may be applied to by the Circuit 
Attorney for a subpena, and may be 
revealing what is there when he says 
an application presented to any of the 
other Judges of the criminal courts will 
almost certainly be denied; this writer 
does not pretend to know. But the Cir- 
cuit Attorney has shown by his course 
thus far that here, too, he knows what 
is in the law. There he finds that the 
ruling of the Judge is discretionary. He 
may grant or deny the subpena. This 
was proved ironically by the first Judge 
applied to.. He ruled both ways; first he 
granted the subpena, next he withdrew 
the grant. 

So the case is not yet foreclosed against 
the Circuit Attorney in the Circuit Court. 
And outside of the court, he probably 
knows of another possibility. The bal- 
lots which he needs to conduct the 
grand jury investigation of the river-front 
election are in the custody of the Board 
of Election Commissioners. They still 
exist, instead of having been destroyed a 
year after the election ag the law pre- 
‘scribes, only because the Circuit Attor- 
ney, in a note to the chairman of the 
board, requested that they be preserved. 
This was no court order. It is conceiy- 
able that the estimable members of the 
Board of Election Commissioners, who, 
like all the town, are conversant with the 
fight which the Circuit Attorney is 
making for clean elections and the des- 
perate resistance he is encountering, 
would honor his request to turn the bal- 
lots over to the grand jury as their prede- 
cessors honored his request to preserve 
them for that purpose. OBSERVER.

Not all buyers of the rugs and encyclopedias 
in question have believed these representations, but

Twenty-five years ago the first week of May, The- 
odore Roosevelt called Charles Lathrop Pack to the 
White House to provide expert guidance or forestry 
problems at a conference of Governors. M. Packs 
knowledge of national forestry needs impressed the 
President, who soon afterward named the forester- 
business man a member of the Conservation Com- 
mission, which made the first attack on the problem 
being created by the wanton wasting of the nation’s 
forest. resources. Through the quarter-century which 
has intervened, this public-spirited citizen has car- 
ried on a never-flagging campaign of popular edu- 
cation on forestry needs and opportunities. Now 
forestry has come into its own in these days of in- 
ventory of our national resources, and much credit 
must go to Charles Lathrop Pack for his pioneering 
labors in its behalf. Had he done no more than pre- 
pare the several editions of his Forestry Primer, now 
run to 4,400,000 copies, and distribute it to schools, 
colleges and C C C camps, he would be entitled to the 
country’s thanks. As the first week in May also 
contains Mr. Pack’s eightieth birthday, there is a 
double reason for saluting his good work at this 
time.

That -was the attitude of an indigen t 

prisoner before the Public Defender Plan 


was initiated in St. Louis less than a year 


ago. Guilt}, or not, it was better to take 
a minimum sentence and serve it out, 
than to languish in jail, waiting indef- 
initely for arraignment and a trial, the 
outcome of which was problematical if 
not hopeless—without bail, witnesses,‘ evi- 


dence, proper preparation of a defense. 

“Wrap it up and tie a string around 
it. IU take it with me,” was the non- 
chalant way another expressed it. 

But there was a chance for this “poor 
guy.“ He had been accused of enter- 
ing the room of a fellow lodger, cutting 
off the pocket of the sleeper, his 
wallet and striking him on the head with 
an instrument as he awakened. 

The plaintiff positively identified th, 
prisoner though admitting he had been 
stunned and only had seen a dim shape 
escaping in the darkness. Circumstantial 
evidence was produced to show there had 
tween the two men. But 
the Judge was not satisfied with’ the 
looks of things. An indigent defendant 
with no previous record against him was 
entitled to counsel assigned by the court, 
Not as in the old days, when, usually, 
young inexperienced lawyers were en- 
trusted with such cases solely because 
they wanted the experience, and, with- 
out facilities for making investigations 
and building up a case, stood little chance 
against skilled prosecuting attorneys. 
Now counsel for the indigent is avail- 
able from among the ablest members of 
the Bar Association with a staff of 
trained investigators and researchers at 
their command to get cases ready for 
presentation. 

This machinery was set in motion on 
behalf of the “poor guy” and an alibi 
was established. More convincing than 
testimony of pals was a carefully-drawn 
diagram of the lodging house which 
showed the improbability of the ac 
having been on the spot of the robbery, 
several floors above and nearly a block 
away, in the short interval his roommates 
admitted He was not under their observa- 
tion. 

Even the prosecuting attorney was so 
impressed with the drawing of the phy- 
sical layout of the scene and the doubt 
it cast on the plaintiff's allegation, that 
he was willing to concede a case of mis- 
taken identity. A defense demurrer and 
motion for a directed verdict were sus- 
tained and the defendant discharged. 
Another case. A St. Louis man was 
apprehended in Illinois with a wrecked 
automobile that did not belong to him. 
Owner accused him of stealing the ma- 
chine. It looked like a case for both 
state action and Federal under the Dyer 
act if there had been transportation of a 
stolen automobile across state lines. The 
culprit without means to employ counsel 
appealed to the public defender. Evi- 
dence was unearthed to show the auto- 
mobile had been freely lent him. Wit- 
nesses were produced who testified he 
never had claimed ownership of the car. 
That frequently they had ridden in it 
with him with the owner's consent. On 
the basis of the evidence produced, the 
Judge ruled a questionable motive in the 
prosecution. That defendant was not a 
thief. The case was nolle prossed,

COUPLE of boys driving a car with 
A a foreign license, arriving on this 

side of the Free Bridge, bewildered, 
asking directions, excited the curiosity of 
the police. The hunch of zealous guar- 
dians of the law was correct. Searched, 
the young travelers were found to be 
carrying concealed weapons, pairs of 
brass knuckles, Also flashlights and mys- 
terious bunches of keys.

The aut 
mobile had been lent them by relativ s 
who verified the job-hunting expediti.n 
and the ownership of the keys was in- 
nocently accounted for. Not, however, 
until numerous letters had been written 
to their folks in Ohio, church and school 
affiliations and general social background 
brought into the picture.

_offense for which they might have .been 
put behind the bars, but the Judge tem- 
pered his verdict to the mitigating cir- 
cumstances.

Any of these hapless victims of circum- 
stances might now be reposing in jail 
but for the public defender service, Other 
cases, Many more serious ones have been 
variously disposed of. Trials of one mur- 
der case and one attempted murder have 
resulted in one acquittal and one not 
guilty by reason of insanity. Two lives 
had been in jeopardy but for evidence 
dug up by the investigators and put at 
thé disposal of volunteer counsel, 

> - * 


N the other hand, certain retribution 

has come to seme offenders even more 

quickly than if their cases had not 
been so thoroughly represented and had 
representation been less impartial. Public 
defenders co-operating with the en- 
tire judiciary lay all their cards on the 
table, the sole purpose on all sides being 
to see justice done. Acquittals and pa- 
roles are not always in order and when 
there is a plain case of guilt, clients are 
advised to accept the inevitable. Never, 
though, without assurance, whether guil- 
ty. or innocent, of being fully represented 
with all extenuating circumstances and 
factors in their backgrounds brought to 
bear on their cases, and not without the 
most advantageous plea their indictments 
permit. 

This works for greater confidence and 
respect for: the law and creates in the 
minds of poor persons the belief that they 
really can get justice in the courts. De- 
prives many an embittered enemy of so- 
ciety of the excuse for becoming more so, 

Some of the objects of the defender 
plan are to expedite court action, save 

“the expense of trials when no trial is 
justified and, through prompt interviews 
and arraignments, reduce time of prison- 
ers held in jail awaiting trial. Another is 
to eliminate jail lawyers, often of the 
shyster variety, who prey upon the 
and who, if fees are not forthcoming, 
when a case ig set for trial, resort to con- 
technicalities to 
waste time 
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for clients released through acquittal, 
parole or completion of sentence. All 
social agencies co-operate in the work. 
Frequently a mental condition has been 
the primary cause of bringing a defend- 
ant into difficulty. In such cases the 
Psychiatric Clinic is asked to make spe- 
cial investigations and where indicated a 
proper institution for treatment is sub- 
stituted for a jail sentence, 

Judges perusing an accurately prepared 
case history can be more sure no wool 
ig being pulled over their eyes and can 
be more surely guided by extenuating evi- 
dence, Lawyers defending poor elients 
can better afford to volunteer their serv- 
ices when a case is all ready prepared 
for presentation. The public defender’s 
office does not duplicate the work of the 
free legal aid bureau for the latter han- 
dies only civil cases. The work seems to 
compete only with the shyster lawyer. 

It all came about, the Public Defender 
Plan in St. Louis, because once a boy 
spent nine years in the penitentiary, in- 
nocent of the crime for which he'd been 
convicted. Because an old mother liv- 
ing in a Biddle street tenement devoted 
the years, her labors and pitable earnings 
to getting her son out of jail. And be- 
cause a lawyer gave of his time and skill 
purely to see justice done. These were 
elements in a drama which tell their 
own story of tragedy, suffering and de- 
privation. It ended happily, the more so 
now, for its far-reaching effect. 

The late Emanuel Grossman was the 
lawyer. He was not a criminal lawyer 
but one time attorney for the Board of 
Education and well remembered for his 
civic services, his never-failing public
